(By Dr. M. M. Lappin.) 
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FALL SEEDING OF CHEST¬ 
ED WHEAT GRASS 


Created wheal grass like most 
other grasses must be seeded 
at a time of the year that will 
|K?rmit the seedings to develop 
inU) strong vigorous plants be¬ 
fore the hot dry summer months 
arrive. There are thre f , times 
during the year when this seed, 
ing may be accomplished with a 
reasonable amount, of success. 
They are very early spring, 
early fall and late fall. 

Early spring seeding must be 
years, 'il spring weather condi. 
tions prevent (seeding before 
this date, save the seed until 
the fall. 

Early fall seeding, about the 
first half of September, has 
proven very successful in tin* 
Experimental Farm regrassing 
experiments. The field goes into 
th p winter with a .small amount 
of top growth and ready to con¬ 
tinue growth in the early spring. 
Although earl v fall seedlings 
have not been damage^ \\ win 
ter killing in our xperience, 
they are susceptible to grass, 
hopper damage and special con¬ 
sideration should be given this 
menace at the time of seeding. 

Lat e seeding from Oct- 
ober 15th till freeze up allows 
for the early fall growth that 
is so essential and eliminates 
the fall grasshopper damage. 
The seed lies dormant during the 
winter but iis present in the soil 
to receive considerable moisture 
from the spring thaw. This has 
proven to be in ideal time for 
seeding, the stands produced 
equalling thetae of the early fall 
seeding by th e end of the first 
section. Do not seed after the 
top soil is frozen. 

Protection from the hot sun 
is just as important to lhe 
seedling as moisture and this 
may be accomplished by seeding 
into a protective covering. Grain 
stubble or dead annual weeds 
are ideal for this purpose. These 
supply the necessary protection 
without draining the soil moi *. 
ture supply. 

.I| the plot i*i to be used for 

seed production seed at the rate 
of two to three pounds per a to, 
in rows three feet apait. After 
the stand is established, tho.e 
rows should be cultivated to 
maintain maximum production. 
For hay and pasture, seed five 
or f ix pounds pe r acre in drill 
rows twelve inches apart. 

Although the seed should not 
be placed deeper than one half 
inch in the soil, it is essential 
that it be drilled. The. h a-com. 
ptlshed by removing pressure 
from the disc springs, the discs 
being heavy euongh to cut the 
necessary one half inch. The 
seed will run steadily through 
the grain hopper. 

Do not be discouraged with 
the stand of grass established 
the first year. In some cases, 


three years are reqibred to pro¬ 
duce a good stand. Experience 
o, the Station lias shown that 
seed had lain dormant without 
germinating for three years. 
Oiu. seeded in the proper man¬ 
ner, leave the plot alone until 
the grass established. 


THEE PLANTING 

Wind* Breaks and Shelter-Belts 

In an interview given today 
by the lion. N.E. Tanner, Minis- 
tei ol binds and Mines, it was 
learned that th e Forestry Div¬ 
ision of the Department are con 
tinuing to assist the tanners in 
• no veiy important work of tree 
planting throughout the provin¬ 
ce by providing certain species 
of trees fo r transplanting as 
replacements and extensions of 
wind-breaks and also by plant¬ 
ing in existing poplar and wil¬ 
low bluffs. The policy, carried 
on by the Department in the 
past, of furnishing trees of a 
inon durable and longer lived 
species wiM be continued, Mr. 
Tanner stated. 

A number of the native trees 
now found in existing bluffs are 
no' sufficiently durable, creat¬ 
ing n problem which may be 
solved by the planting of more 
:.rit:\s I • Dees, both native and 
exotic T. the province, a solution 
whi' h already has been tried 
and found to be salable. The 
present covci in natural bluffs 
will help young transplants 
greatly by providing the necess¬ 
ary shade until they have be¬ 
come firmly established in their 
new location. 

The Minister stated that there 
is, avail d)le for planting in the 
spring of 1940 a large quantity 
oi white spruce, Colorado spruce 
Norway spruce, lodgepole pine, 
green ash and red oak, together 
with a limited quantity of bur

1 r Kinds, hides coal and dairy 
products are among th p chief 
products being considered first, 
as well as a wide range of mar. 
ufle-ctured products. There 
also benzine and toluene, used 
for explosives and derived from 
coal; methyl alcohol and torninl- 
dehyde, hydrogen, ammonia and 
nitric acid, derived from dry 
gas, premium motor fuels, avia 
lion fuels, solvents, athylene, 
glycerine and glycol, accessor 
ies to th c production of war 
materials; salt which can bp 
used in gun cotton, chlorine for 
water purification; gypsum, low 
grade phosphates, and benton¬ 
ites for use in chemical indust¬ 
ries; and even a special moss, 
known as sphagnum, which is 
useful for surgical dressings. 

If industry ; s not being “con- 
cripted/’ as Social Oredit-ors de¬ 
manded along with general '’■in¬ 
scription, it at least is enlisting 
voluntarily, observers comment¬ 
ed. Although it is not generally 
knowm and has not been widely 
publicized, finance has also been 
conscripted by the dominion, as 
far as was possible without act¬ 
ual confiscation of wealth and 
consequent disappearance oi the 
wealth. 

The foreign exchange control 
h:>ard set up at Ottawa provides 
the conscription, fur by its rule 
capital dpnnot be ex pi rlod from 
the country except under license 
and then only for such purposes 
as will serve tile n-itionV. inter¬ 
est best in time of war. 
Exchange can be controlled only 
by the control of exports and 
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organization together tc promote 
the cause oi united nation and 
thought among the peopU in 
wai.
